The labaurs of the naval experts have revealed - an. extro- 
ordinary oversight in drafting the Hughes naval holiday proposals, 
possibly invalidating the whole scheme. Ttappeara that at the end 
of the ten years naval holday, Rritain, will be entitled to build 
twelve dreadnoughts of 35,000 tons each, replacing ships twenty 
years old and giving Britain an overwhelming superiority over-all 
the navies ef the world, as-the United Statea will de only entitled 
ta four, and Japan one new dreadnought. The peaition will be 
reversed six years later, when the preponderance will pass to

of documents, including ona which 
contained a phrase ‘Fong-ms,”’ 
peculiar to = Trisd Society, Be- 
hind an opium-ameking bed 
oo which two of the other de.

When however, the French 
and British Governments got. to 
an absolute deadlock over 
Upper Silesia our Prime Minis- 
ter—and be gave him all credit 
for it-—(hear, hoar}—was the first 
to remember tha League, and it 
was refresbing and touching to 
see that the French Prime Minis- 
ter was equally glad to have the 
League of Nations called in tol. 
belp the Supreme Council out of 
the deadlock. 


The League of Nations would 
be able, with comparative ease, to 
solve questions ‘ which two 
Governments were unable ta 
solve with ono arotber. Unless 
the League of Nations’ policy waa 
pursued he did not believe that 
we could recover from the con- 
sequences of the Jast war. 


Dr. Nansen said that all of them 
who had been af Geneva looked 
upon the League as the ‘only 
salvation of Europe's future.

The “Bluebeard” Trial. - 


Some years ago we read an 
article in which it was declarod 
that while the capital penalty 
is inflicted io both Britain and 
France for deliberataly taking 
life, the conditions in the latter 
country place a premium upoo 
homicide because the perpetrator 
standsconsiderablechanc? of being 
able to play spon the feelinds of 
an emotional jury. Examples in 
support of this contention conld 
be found, bat upon the whole it 
struck us as far-fetched. The 
sews thet the jury unanimously 
signed 8 recommendation to 
mercy in the Landru case 
gives new colour to ~ the 
hypothesis, Here was a 
miscreant whose enormities rank 
with the worst crimes on record. 
With such disbolical ingegawity 
they carried out that 
evidence could only b> accumulat- 
ed very gradually. That it was 
accumulated to a conclusive 
degree must b> assumed from the 
fact of a vers indalgant-minded 
jory returning a verdict of guilty. 
The recommercdation to clemency 
dors not, then, arisa from ia- 
sufficiency of proof; nor does it 
purport to be based upon the 
favuiliar plea of insanity. It can 
scarcely be put down to age: 
andro has not by any means 
attained to. the venerable in 
years, feaving aside charac- 
ter. Seemingly the only sort 
ef gronnd that remains is 
the lengthy imprisonment and 
suspense that ha has undergone. 
If this be indeed the reason, 
there is a peculiar irony about it, 
seeing that the protracted natare 
of the proceedings was due tothe 
cause mentioned above, To the 
long list of victims in respect of 
whom Landru was indicted has 
to be added # French journalist, 
who was so overcome by the 
atrocious revelations that he 
actually committed  siucide.
